The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  was 
held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Fire  Association,  southwest  corner  of 
Fifth  and  North  Streets,  on  Monday  evening,  January  3, 1860, 
the  Vice-President ,  Marshall  Garrigues,  presiding,  and 
William  T.  Butler,  Secretary ,  when  the  minutes  of  the  last 
annual  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  was 
then  read,  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
the  members. 

The  Association  then,  on  motion ,  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  Twenty-one  Trustees,  to  serve  for  the  present  year,  the  Chair 
having  appointed  Jacob  W.  Fry ,  Edwin  F.  Miller ,  Conrad 
B.  Andress ,  and  George  I  Young  to  act  as  Tellers,  who,  after

firemen  or  benefit  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Trustees  of  this  Association  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  petition  the  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  all  moneys  which  may  be  deducted 
from  any  fire  companies  which  may  be  suspended  by  them  or 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department.

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TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PHILADELPHIA  ASSOCIATION 

FOR  THE 

RELIEF  OF  DISABLED  FIREMEN, 

TO  THE  MEMBERS,  JANUARY  2,  1860. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  would  respectfully  offer  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Association  their  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report : — 

During  the  past  year  the  roll  of  members  has  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  forty-four  names,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  have  been  stricken  therefrom  for  non-payment  of 
their  annual  subscriptions.  The  whole  number  at  this  time 
is  four  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  of  which  two  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  are  life  members. 

The  sum  of  $1,230  00  has  been  expended  for  relief  during 
the  year,  being  distributed  to  thirty-two  individuals. 

The  Capital  Stock  of  the  Association  remains  the  same  as 
per  last  report,  viz.,  $22,858  32,  invested  in  City  6’s,  Ground 
Rents,  Bonds,  and  Mortgages.  And  your  Board  must  express 
their  regret  that  with  all  their  endeavors  they  have  been 
unable  to  increase  the  same,  as  they  have  not  received  one 
dollar  in  the  way  of  donation,  and  the  interest  received  being 
almost  totally  absorbed  by  the  relief  appropriated. 

It  has  always  been  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Trustees,  in 
accordance  with  the  original  idea  of  the  founders  of  our  Asso¬ 
ciation,  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  those  who,  whilst  in  the  performance 
of  their  noble  duty,  have  been  stricken  down  by  the  unerring 
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shaft  of  death,  and  left  their  wives  and  little  ones  dependent 
upon  charity. 

This  desire  has  not  as  yet  been  fully  accomplished,  as  they 
have  been  able  to  appropriate  but  small  amounts  in  such  cases, 
when,  if  their  means  had  been  ample,  it  would  have  been 
both  a  duty  and  pleasure  to  place  all  such  in  comfortable  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

The  great  apathy  and  lukewarmness  displayed  by  our  citi¬ 
zens  in  overlooking  our  Institution,  is  much  to  be  regretted, 
and  is  indeed  surprising,  as  your  Board  can  conceive  of  no 
more  worthy  object  of  relief  than  those  who  have  been  wounded 
and  disabled,  perhaps  for  life,  in  their  endeavors  to  protect 
the  lives  and  property  of  their  fellow-citizens  from  the  fiery 
element. 

Your  Board  deeply  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Kessler,  an  old  and  worthy  member  of  the  Schuylkill 
Hose  Co.,  who,  whilst  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  at  the 
fire  at  Ninth  and  Market  Streets,  on  the  morning  of  November 
21st,  was  accidentally  run  over  and  killed  by  the  steamer  of 
the  Vigilant  Fire  Co.,  leaving  a  wife  and  family. 

Here  is  a  case  in  point,  which,  with  many  others  that  have 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  your  Board  in  times  past,  ap¬ 
peals  most  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  all,  and  your  Board 
trust  their  appeal  to  the  benevolent  may  not  pass  by  unheeded. 

To  those  also  of  our  firemen  who  stand  aloof  from  us,  we 
would  say,  come  forward  at  once  and  enroll  yourselves  as 
members  of  the  Association,  and  thus  in  some  measure  help 
to  increase  the  funds  of  an  institution  established  for  your 
relief  and  your  benefit. 

Mr.  J osiah  Dawson,  a  wealthy  gentleman  of  our  city,  lately 
deceased,  left  a  large  sum  to  be  divided  among  the  various 
benevolent  and  charitable  institutions  of  our  city,  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  by  his  executors,  at  their  option;  and  your  Board 
made  an  early  application  in  writing  for  a  portion,  but  their 
efforts  were  not  successful,  as  they  were  lately  informed  by 
one  of  the  executors  that  they  have  distributed  it  to  more 
pressing  and  worthy  objects. 

Your  Board  also  made  an  effort  to  procure  the  various 
amounts  deducted  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  from  the  annual  appropriations  of  such  companies  as 
had  been  put  out  of  service  by  his  orders.  But  they  also 
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failed  in  this,  as  they  found  they  could  not  procure  the  same 
without  special  ordinance  of  City  Councils. 

The  Board  have  not  been  able  to  realize  anything  as  yet 
from  the  agencies  of  the  foreign  insurance  companies,  but  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Board  informs  us  that  the  cases  in  suit  are 
expected  to  be  brought  up  for  final  settlement  before  the 
Supreme  Court  in  January  next,  when  they  hope  for  a  favor¬ 
able  termination. 

For  the  prompt  and  praiseworthy  manner  in  which  the  phy¬ 
sicians  of  the  Association  have  always  acted  when  called  upon 
to  administer  to  the  sick  and  suffering,  your  Board  take  this 
opportunity  to  return  their  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks. 

The  Auditors  having  examined  and  compared  the  vouchers 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  his  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  past  year,  report  them  as  being  correct,  and  a  ba¬ 
lance  in  his  hands  of  $645  98.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Philadelphia  Association  for  the 

Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  all  and  every  person  who  shall  at  the  time  of 
the  passing  of  this  act  be  members  of  the  Association  called 
the  “  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
the  “  Philadelphia  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Fire¬ 
men,”  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  record  or  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase,  receive, 
have,  hold,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tene¬ 
ments,  rents,  annuities,  franchises,  and  hereditaments,  goods, 
and  chattels  of  what  nature,  kind  or  quality  soever,  real,  per¬ 
sonal,  or  mixed,  or  choses  in  action ;  and  the  same  from  time 
to  time  to  sell,  grant,  devise,  alien,  or  dispose  of;  and  also  to 
make  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter, 
and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put 
in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall 
appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said 
Corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  Charter  or  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth;  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and 
things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the 
well-being  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  the  due  management 
and  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof:  Provided,  that  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  real  estate  held  by  the  said  Corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars. 
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Section  2.  The  following  shall  be  the  fundamental  Articles 
of  said  Corporation  : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Firemen,  their  widows  and  orphans,  and  the  relief  of  persons 
not  firemen,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  by  fire  apparatus. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  government  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  twenty-one  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  in  January  of  each  and 
every  year,  who  shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own  officers, 
and  to  require  satisfactory  bonds  from  the  Treasurer  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 


ARTICLE  III. 


The  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  permanently  invested, 
and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  shall  be  appropriated  to  no 
other  object  than  those  for  which  the  Society  is  instituted.

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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

All  members  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  may  become  members  of  this  Association,  by 
paying  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  signing 
these  articles,  and  paying  annually  thereafter  one  dollar,  to 
become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  ;  and 
in  default  thereof  for  three  ninths,  they  shall  be  notified  by 
the  Treasurer,  and  if  not  paid  within  three  months  from  the 
time  of  the  date  of  such  notice,  their  names  may  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  members,  at  the  option  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees. 

But  every  member  as  aforesaid  shall  be  exempt  from  said 
annual  payment,  and  become  a  permanent  member,  by  paying 
to  the  Treasurer,  either  by  annual  instalments  or  otherwise, 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  obtaining  his  certificate  therefor. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Citizens,  not  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  may 
wish  to  aid  the  funds  of  the  Association,  may  become  life 
members  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  twenty  dol¬ 
lars,  for  which  they  shall  receive  a  certificate  attested  by  the 
proper  officers. 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  at  7  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  when  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  their  transactions  for  the  past  year.  Second, 
the  election  of  twenty-one  persons  to  serve  as  Trustees  for  the 
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ensuing  year,  or  until  the  organization  of  a  new  Board  of 
Trustees,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  ( Provided ,  that  no  two  persons,  members  of  the  same  Com¬ 
pany,  be  elected  as  Trustees,  and  that  no  member  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled,  to  vote  ivho  has  not  paid  his  arrearages) )  after  which 
other  business  may  be  transacted. 

ABTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  within  one  week  after 
their  election,  and  choose  out  of  their  own  body,  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Secretary  ; 
who  shall  officiate  as  officers  of  the  Society  at  large,  and  such 
other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  have  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  funds  and  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association,  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  generally  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  arfd  designs  of  this  Institution  ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in 
their  body,  and  shall  at  every  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if 
required,  make  a  detailed  report  of  their  transactions  to  the 
Association,  stating  the  number  of  members,  how  many  ad¬ 
mitted,  and  how  many  stricken  off ;  the  state  of  their  funds, 
the  amount  and  nature  of  relief  granted,  whether  to  members, 
their  families,  or  others  not  members ;  and  such  other  infor¬ 
mation  as  they  may  think  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


ABTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  when  requested  in 
writing  by  any  ten  members. 

ABTICLE  VI. 

Firemen,  members  of  this  Association,  who  may  receive 
personal  injury  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  whose 
health  has  been  seriously  injured  by  a  course  of  active  service 
in  the  department,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such  fire¬ 
men,  shall  be  the  immediate  objects  of  the  attention  of  the 
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Board  of  Trustees.  Individuals  not  connected  with  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  who  may  sustain  personal  injury  from  fire  apparatus, 
may  also  receive  aid  at  the  option  of  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  YII. 

In  no  case  shall  either  of  the  preceding  articles  be  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Association  com* 
vened  for  that  special  purpose. 
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
